1. PRIZES. Prizes will be awarded for first, second and third 
places in the exhibits and the competitions. In some cases special prizes, 
donated by interested persons, will be awarded. To encourage the boys and 
girls to enter as many exhibits as possible in a number of classes, the 1 
directorate will present to the one with the highest aggregate total of 
points, a silver cup; to the next two highest, smaller silver cups, and to the 
best exhibit in each class a fine engraved shield. Special cups are awarded 
in some classes. 

Prize winning exhibits of other years will be accepted for display 
purposes only. In determining the winners of aggregate awards, the fol¬ 
lowing system of credits will be used: 1st prize, 3 credits; 2nd prize, 2 
credits; 3rd prize, 1 credit; however, not more than 9 credits may be 
awarded in the aggregate score from any one class.
